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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's submission filed on July 25, 2007 has been entered. 

Claims 1, 3 and 7-20 are cancelled. 

Claims 2 and 4 are currently amended. 

Claims 2 and 4-6 are pending and are examined. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

All previous objections and rejections not set forth below have been withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicants respectfully request that once the pending claims are found allowable, claims 
1 and 7-20 be introduced into the application and rejoined in accordance with the provisions of 
the M.P.E.P., §821.04. Applicants further request that the requirement for restriction between the 
pending claims and the rejoined claims be withdrawn and the rejoined claims be fully examined 
for patentability, in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1 . 1 04. (reply page 8) 

Applicants' request for rejoinder is acknowledged, but the request is moot because the 

claims at issue (1 and 7-20) have been cancelled and are thus no longer pending. Further, no 

withdrawn process claims are currently pending, and no new process claims have been 

presented. Accordingly, there are no process claims available for rejoinder. See page 7 of the 

office action mailed December 21, 2005, which states that 

... Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
include all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance 
with the provisions of MPEP § 821 .04. Process claims that depend from or otherwise 
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include all the limitations of the patentable product will be entered as a matter of right 
if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. 
Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments 
submitted after allowance are governed by 3 7 CFR 1.312. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims 
will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to be 
allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103, and 1 12. Until an elected product claim is 
found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product claims and 
process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate 
in scope with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. See "Guidance on 
Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In re Brouwer and 35 
U.S.C. § 103(b)," 1 184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). Additionally, in order to retain the 
right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, Applicant is advised that the 
process claims should be amended during prosecution either to maintain dependency on 
the product claims or to otherwise include the limitations of the product claims. Failure 
to do so may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for an isolated nucleic acid molecule of SEQ ID NO: 47, 
does not reasonably provide enablement for other isolated nucleic acid molecules. The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is 
most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention commensurate in scope with these 
claims, for the reasons of record. 

Applicants' arguments filed July 25, 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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Applicants point to the M.P.E.P. section § 2164.08 and maintain that their disclosure is 
sufficiently commensurate in scope with the claims to enable the person skilled in the art to make 
and/or use their invention (reply pages 6-7). 

The Examiner maintains that the full scope of the claimed invention is not enabled 
because it is unpredictable whether a polynucleotide that is capable of conferring vascular- 
preferred polynucleotide transcription would be capable of downregulating the expression of an 
operably linked gene. While the specification discloses that SEQ ID NO:47 functions to confer 
vascular and xylem preferred polynucleotide transcription, the specification does not disclose 
that SEQ ID NO:47 is capable of downregulating the expression of an operably linked gene. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 2 is allowed. 

Double Patenting 

Claim 5 objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of claim 2. When 
two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the 
same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object 
to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k).
